Claims 1-11 and 14-28 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2H3). because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the 
limitations of claims 1 and 14 including a prosthesis for placement at an opening from a main body lumen to a branch body lumen, the 
prosthesis having both one or a plurality of fronds extending axiaHy from an end of the support and configured to be positioned across the 
Os and Into the main body lumen and at least one circumferential link connected to the frond(s), the circumferential link spaced axially 
apart from the support, wherein the circumferential link is canted by a second portion of a balloon which is inflatable to a second diameter 
that is larger than file first diameter.

By expanding the balloon carrying the 
ostial stent the tubular body is seated within the diseased portion of the bifurcated vessel extending away from the bifurcation and the 
flaring portion is configured to "cap" the ostium to the diseased portion of the vessel In the alternative, a series of various sized and 
shaped balloon catheters can be employed to configure the ostial stent so that it seats within and "caps" the ostium to the diseased portion 
of the bifurcation or a bt- or tri-oaftoon system may be employed to properly implant the tubular body and flaring portion of the ostial stent 
(col 3 In 42-54).

During the international phase, the claims may also be amended (or further amended) under Article 34 before the 
International Preliminary Examining Authority. The description and drawings may only be amended under 
Article 34 before the International Preliminary Examining Authority. 

Upon entry into the national phase, all parts of the international application may be amended under Article 28 or, 
where applicable, Article 41 . 



When ? Within 2 months from the date of transmittal of the international search report or 1 6 months from the priority date, 
whichever time limit expires later. It should be noted, however, that the amendments will be considered as having 
been received on time if they are received by the International Bureau after the expiration of the applicable time 
limit but before the completion of the technical preparations for international publication (Rule 46.1). 



Where not to file the amendments ? 

The amendments may only be filed with the International Bureau and not with the receiving Office or the 
International Searching Authority (Rule 46.2). 

Where a demand for international preliminary examination has been/is filed, see below. 



How ? Either by cancelling one or more entire claims, by adding one or more new claims or by amending the text of one 
or more of the claims as filed. 

A replacement sheet must be submitted for each sheet of the claims which, on account of an amendment or 
amendments, differs from the sheet originally filed 

All the claims appearing on a replacement sheet must be numbered in Arabic numerals. Where a claim is 
cancelled, no renumbering of the other claims is required. In all cases where claims are renumbered, they must be 
renumbered consecutively (Section 205(b)). 

The amendments roust be made In the language in which the international application is to be published. 



What documents must/may accompany the amendments ? 
Utter (Section 205(b)): 

The amendments must be submitted with a letter. 

The letter will not be published with the international application and the amended claims. It should not be 
confused with the "Statement under Article 1 9(1 )" (see below, under "Statement under Article 1 9(1 )"). 
The letter must be in English or French, at the choice of the applicant. However, If the language of the 
international application b English, the letter roust be in English; if the language of the international 
application is French, the letter must be in French.
